SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Bless The Child is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 

This DVD mainly contains the feature of the same title, originally examined as a 35mm 
film and classified by the Office of Film and Literature Classification as objectionable 
except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained 
the age of 16 years. The decision was registered on 25 September 2000 (OFLC Ref. 
1456). The classification was due to the manner in which the feature dealt with 
matters of horror, violence and prohibited drug misuse for the primary purpose of 
viewer entertainment. The descriptive note 'Contains horror scenes. Contains 
violence' was attached to the film. 

The DVD contains two other moving image components, with a combined running time 
of approximately 12 minutes. These two components are contained in the 'Special 
Features' section of the main menu. One component is the trailer for the feature, for 
exhibition to cinema audiences. The other component is a behind-the-scenes look at 
the making of the feature, which mainly includes interviews with cast and crew 
members intercut with brief takes of the finished work or of the actors and director 
working together. However, these additional components do not affect the 
classification given to the 35mm film. 
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
